REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11.^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

The amendments filed after-final address the objection to the drawings, and the §1 12, 2"*^ paragraph issues in claims 19-21. 
However, the arguments presented with respect to claims 1. 10. and 22 are not persuasive. Applicant argues: the combination of 
cited references fails to teach or suggest all the claim elements of claim 1 . Applicants state that are unable to see how having an 
initial weight vector of [1 0 0 .■. OT where x' denotes the transpose of x teaches or suggests that only a single antenna signal 
passes. Applicant highlights col. 18, lines 20-22. as evidence that the resulting copy signal is a combination of the oversampled 
outputs 605 from receivers 122, not a single signal from a single receiver 122. However, col. 18, line 22, also specifies that this 
signal copy operation is carried out initially with an initial weight vector. Furthermore, as noted by applicant's remarks, the Petrus 
reference identifies an initial weight vector of [1 0 0 ... 01'. If such a weight vector is applied to signal copy operation 607, it is 
apparent to one of ordinary skill in the art, that all but one of the outputs form receivers 122 would be zeroed out by the initial 
weight vector which has all but one zero-term. Thus, the resulting signal copy signal is a combination of one antenna plus zero 
terms from the remaining antenna/receiver elements, i.e. only a single signal from a single receiver 122. Therefore, the 
combination of cited references properly discloses all the claim elements of claim 1 . 1 0 and 22. as applied .
